The year just ended proved conclusively what most 
thoughtful analysts have been saying for a long time about 
the United Nations: at best it is a debating society; at 
worst, it demonstrates what awful things can transpire 
when irresponsibility is linked arm-in-arm with the 
tyranny of a majority. 
During most of the nearly three decades of its existence, 
the United States didn’t once have to cast a veto in the UN 
Security Council. The Soviet Union, on the other hand, 
regularly vetoed UN action through its permanent seat on 
the Council. Usually those vetoes were aimed at sustaining 
communist- inspired aggression. 
Today, the tables have turned. The irresponsible 
-minority of sovereign States comprising the UN has 
become a majority. In 1974 alone, this majority: 
—Suspended South Africa from the session, in clear 
violation of Article 5 of the UN Charter which grants such 
power to the Security Council alone. 
—Welcomed Yasir Arafat — head of the murderous 
Palestine Liberation Organization — to the UN with all the 
pomp befitting a legitimate head of state. 
— Granted permanent UN observer status to the PLO and 
recognition of its right to independence in “ Palestine” — 
meaning in Israel, a member State. 
— Curbed Israel’s right to speak during the debate on 
the Middle East. 
Even the New York Times, which traditionally has been 
high on the world body, threw up its editorial arm s disgust 
at the end of the 29th UN General Assembly. 
“What was alarmingly new about Assembly No. 29 was 
the zest with which the majority ... disregarded the rules 
by which any such body must function and violated the 
spirit, if not always the letter, of the United Nations 
Charter in a vain effort to work its will,” editorialized the 
Times on December 13. 
We agree with the Times’ assessment that weaker 
nationa which overwhelmingly comprise the capricious 
majority should “look beyond the intoxication of their 
irrelevant ‘victories’ in Assembly ballots to the larger, 
more compelling issue. That issue is nothing less than the 
survival of the United Nations.”

The drivers also complained 
that the truck has a tendency to 
pop out of gear. Uhless they are 
careful while shifting, “ the axle 
or propeller shaft universal joints 
will break." 
As forr the truck’s swimming 
capability, the report charges that 
the Gam a Goat can enter the 
w ater only from genly sloped 
banks with firm soil. “Speed of 
entry is restricted to a maxim um 
of two MPH and ... cannot be 
m ade into a ... current in excess of 
four MPH or when he wind blows 
in excess of 20 M PH." 
Incredibly, the GAO also found 
that “ most of the vehicles have 
dam aghed tailgates that would 
cause them to sink ” Indeed, the 
vehicles are in need of constant 
repair, the GAO states 
Despite these failures and the 
millions spent on the project, the 
Army is seeking another $6.5 
million 
for 
a 
"product 
im ­ 
provem ent program .” The GAO 
has suggested m aybe the Army 
should just dum p the project. 
Footnote: A spokesm an said the 
Army is “ still evaluating” the 
secret GAO findings and expects 
to have a response by April.

Prenatal Treatment of Birth 
Defect Saves Baby's Life

Everyone is happy when a 
healthy baby is bom, but Paul 
and Theresa Murphy’s happi­ 
ness was shared by all of us 
here at Boston Floating Hos­ 
pital when their second 
daughter, April, arrived. April 
is lucky to be alive. A greater 
miracle is that she is com­ 
pletely healthy. 
The Murphy’s first child, 
Heather, died in early in­ 
fancy, despite all efforts to 
save her. A postmortem exam­ 
ination did not reveal the 
cause of death. Because we 
suspected an inherited dis­ 
order of metabolism, special 
chemical tests were performed 
on the fraction of an ounce of 
the child’s urine which re­ 
mained after she died. The 
mystery was solved when lab­ 
oratory findings showed that 
the baby had had methylma­ 
lonic acidemia, a rare, often 
fatal, disease which can also 
cause mental retardation. 
In a genetic counseling ses­ 
sion with the Murphys, who 
desperately wanted to have 
another child, I explained that 
the disease could be present in 
other children they might 
have. There are two major 
forms. In one type, an enzyme 
is missing. In the other, the 
enzyme is present, but vitamin 
B12, which activates the en­ 
zyme to do its job, is not used 
efficiently. 
The first type is treated by 
restricting protein in the diet; 
in the second, protein control 
and massive doses of the vita­ 
min following birth are used. 
While we did not know 
which form of the disease 
Heather had, we did know that 
for a child to inherit this ge­ 
netic birth defect both parents 
had to be carriers. The Mur­ 
phys were told that any child 
of theirs would run a 25 per

cent risk of being affected. 


Unusual Courage 


Regardless of this fact, the 
couple, showing unusual cour­ 
age, were determined to try 
again. Couldn’t something be 
done to help them? they asked. 
I explained that first we had 
to know whether the new fetus 
had inherited the disease, and 
if so, which of the two forms 
was involved. Further, if the 
baby had the vitamin B 12 re­ 
sponsive form, massive doses 
of the vitamin could be given 
to Theresa during pregnancy 
to prevent possible damage to 
the baby, even before birth. 


. When Mrs. Murphy again 
became pregnant, tests on the 
fluid surrounding the fetus, 
drawn from the mother’s womb 
in a procedure called amnio­ 
centesis, showed that the ifn- 
born child was a girl and 
indeed had the vitamin- 
responsive form of methylma­ 
lonic acidemia. This analysis 
was done by Dr. Maurice Ma­ 
honey, a March of Dimes 
grantee, at Yale University. 
This early finding was invalu­ 
able because it afforded us the 
time to plan for the poten­ 
tially life-saving prenatal 
treatment which had never 
been used before.

Tbday, although April’s acid 
levels are higher than normal, 
they cause no problems. She 
has remained well and at 8 
months is an unusually alert, 
active, and beautiful child, 
normal in every way. 
Amniocentesis, which has 
been used for the diagnosis of 
diseases fora number of years, 
can now also be seen as a 
means to help preserve the 
life and health of fetuses. 
April’s prenatal treatment 
has made medical history, 
showing us it is more than jusl 
theoretically possible to treat 
inherited diseases before birth. 
The Murphys are very 
happy to be able to make this 
contribution to medicine, but 
their daily joy and delight is 
that even in December, it’s 
April at the Murphy home.

Prenatal Treatment o f Birth 
Defect Saves Baby’s Life

Everyone is happy when a 
healthy baby is born, but Paul 
and Theresa Murphy’s happi­ 
ness was shared by all of us 
here at Boston Floating Hos­ 
p ita l w hen th e ir second 
daughter, April, arrived. April 
is lucky to be alive. A greater 
m iracle is that she is com­ 
pletely healthy. 
The Murphy’s first child, 
Heather, died in early in­ 
fancy, despite all efforts to 
save her. A postmortem exam­ 
ination did not reveal the 
cause of death. Because we 
suspected an inherited dis­ 
order of metabolism, special 
chemical tests were performed 
on the fraction of an ounce of 
the child’s urine which re­ 
mained after she died. The 
mystery was solved when lab­ 
oratory findings showed that 
the baby had had methylma­ 
lonic acidemia, a rare, often 
fatal, disease which can also 
cause mental retardation. 
In a genetic counseling ses­ 
sion with the Murphys, who 
desperately wanted to have 
another child, I explained that 
the disease could be present in 
other children they might 
have. There are two major 
forms. In one type, an enzyme 
is missing. In the other, the 
enzyme is present, but vitamin 
Bj 2, which activates the en­ 
zyme to do its job, is not used 
efficiently. 
The first type is treated by 
restricting protein in the diet; 
in the second, protein control 
and massive doses of the vita­ 
min following birth are used. 
W hile we did not know 
which form of the disease 
Heather had, we did know that 
for a child to inherit this ge­ 
netic birth defect both parents 
had to be carriers. The Mur­ 
phys were told that any child 
of theirs would run a 25 per

cent risk of being affected. 


Unusual Courage 


Regardless of this fact, the 
couple, showing unusual cour­ 
age, were determined to try 
again. Couldn’t something be 
done to help them? they asked. 
I explained that first we had 
to know whether the new fetus 
had inherited the disease, and 
if so, which of the two forms 
was involved. Further, if the 
baby had the vitamin B 12 re­ 
sponsive form, massive doses 
of the vitamin could be given 
to Theresa during pregnancy 
to prevent possible damage to 
the baby, even before birth. 


. When Mrs. Murphy again 
became pregnant, tests on the 
fluid surrounding the fetus, 
drawn from the mother’s womb 
in a procedure called amnio­ 
centesis, showed that the ifn- 
born child was a girl and 
indeed had the vitam in- 
responsive form of methylma­ 
lonic acidemia. This analysis 
was done by Dr. Maurice Ma­ 
honey, a March of Dimes 
grantee, at Yale University. 
This early finding was invalu­ 
able because it afforded us the 
time to plan for the poten­ 
tially life-saving prenatal 
treatment which had never 
been used before.

pregnancy, Mrs. Murphy had 
daily vitamin pills or shots. 
Eventually she had lumps and 
bumps everywhere but she 
cheerfully said to me: “If you 
want something badly enough, 
you don’t complain.” 


Got W hat They W anted

means of measuring methyl­ 
malonic acid in her urine had 
to be devised to reflect the 
child’s condition.

Amniocentesis, which has 
been used for the diagnosis of 
diseases fora number of years, 
can now also be seen as a 
means to help preserve the 
life and health of fetuses. 
April’s prenatal treatment 
has made medical history, 
showing us it is more than just 
theoretically possible to treat 
inherited diseases before birth. 
T he M urphys are very 
happy to be able to make this 
contribution to medicine, but 
their daily joy and delight is 
that even in December, it’s 
April at the Murphy home.
